FCC Vanity Call Sign Fees to Increase 
September 25 (Aug 26, 2008) -- On August 11, 
the FCC announced that the cost of an Amateur 
Radio vanity call sign will increase 60 cents, from 
$11.70 to $12.30. Now that notice of the increase 
has been published in the Federal Register, the 
increase will take effect in 30 days, September 
25, 2008.
